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USING LOTW, 


Now that you are set up on LoTW, you need to upload 
your logs and get some QSL's. Most standard and contest 
logging programs can save files in ADIF format. Here are 
the steps to upload an ADIF file to LoTW. 

1. Create an ADIF file in your logging program. (| suggest 
the format of callsign date contest.adi) 
2. Save it in the LoTW subfolder named ADIF 


oe an ADIF File 
Open TQSL 

5 Click File and “Sign existing ADIF or Cabrillo file” 

3. In “Select Station Location”, click the certificate to 
sign the file 
(In my case | have N8FE and KA8DMR. | choose 
N8FE since it is my primary call. However, when | go 
to Australia I'll have another certificate for VA4xxx and 
will select that station) 
Click "Ok" 
(it will ask you if this is what you want - if yes then 
click ok) 
Specify the filename. (I suggest the format of callsign 
date contest.tq8 ) and putting it in the LOoTW/ADIF 
folder 

6. As the program begins, you will also be asked to enter 
your private key password. 

(When the signing is complete you will see a message 

telling you how many records were signed and tell you the 

location of the file, which has an extension of .tq8.) 


re to LoTW 
Go to https://p1k.arrl.org/lotwuser/default and logon 
Note: This is not the password sent to US amateurs 
via postcard 
Click on the yellow button labeled “Upload File” 
Click on Browse to bring up a windows folder view to 
find your TQ8 file. 
Click on the filename [callsign date contest].tq8 file 
you just saved to highlight it and 
then click “Open” (the file path will populate) 
Click the Upload button 
A message will appear saying that your file is being proc- 
essed. (The process is not instantaneous but faster than 
the email process.) 


An alternate method is to send it as an attachment via 
email to lotw-logs@arrl.org. You will receive an email re- 
sponse. (More than one file can be attached to an email 
message.) Your email does not need to have anything in 
the subject line or in the body of the email. 

6. You just finished loading your log and you are ... DONE 
Now comes the hard part — waiting for the other person to 
upload their ADIF file so the system can create a QSL.

QSL Report on LoTW 
When you log onto LoTW, you should have a counter in the 
top right side that says something like: 
You have 1,694 QSO records 
You have 350 QSL records 
When the QSL records are more than O, 
1. Click on the “Your QSOs” button 
2. Click on the “Most recent QSLs” button 
Voila!! There is the list of matched QSOs. 


Download Report 

You can download a report in ADIF format to import to 

your logging program. 

1. Click on “Download Report” (on the left) 

2. Fill in the information 

3. Click “Download Report” 

4. Choose where you want to save it (| suggest in your 
LoTW / ADIF folder) 


Your logging program should have instructions on how to 
add the downloaded ADIF file so that it shows them as 
“confirmed by LoTW” 

Once, you have uploaded the initial log, please only 
upload updates. Logging software should allow you to set 
the beginning date to that of the QSO after the last one in 
your previous ADIF file.

Island. "With the help and support of FJ5DX, FJ5AB and 
FJ5KH, both Yuichi JR2KDN and Paul F6EXV will sign 
FJ/F6EXV (callsign used for SSB and CW) and FJ/JR2ZKDN 
(callsign used for RTTY), from January 6th till January 
20th", says F6EXV, Paul. The two will have two complete 
stations and at times will both be QRV simultaneously. . . 
Paul will do CW but that is not his primary mode. He asks 
for some patience here. . . 

They are in the process of setting up a Web page 
which is expected to have a log search, although access to 
the Internet will not be possible from their operating loca- 
tion. Plans are to upload the logs every two or three days, 
depending on access to the Internet. Paul says "Do not 
use the clusters to ask us to QSY places, it would be a 
waste of time."

The idea is to start early in the day on the lowest band 
you can and work your way up the bands as the day pro- 
gresses. Sure you can make a bunch of contacts on 20 
all day long. But don't forget if 10 or 15 are open, go for 
it! You need them for your 5-band WAS.

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BOSNIA IS EJVJA-E7Z 


In response to a request from the Ministry of Commu- 
nications and Transport of Bosnia and Herzegovina in Au- 
gust, the International Telecommunication Union (ITU) 
withdrew the call sign prefix allocation T9A-T9Z for Bosnia 
and Herzegovina and made a new allocation, E7A-E7Z. 
The change was made initially on a provisional basis un- 
der authority of the ITU Secretary-General and was con- 
firmed by the 2007 World Radiocommunication Confer- 
ence to be effective November 17, 2007. 

According to International Amateur Radio Union 
(IARU) Secretary David Sumner, K1ZZ, the Ministry of 
Communications and Transport (BiH) held a press confer- 
ence in Sarajevo on December 18 to formally announce 
the change. Minister Dr Boro Ljubir explained the desir- 
ability of changing a prefix that initially was allocated dur- 
ing wartime and how it was now being replaced with one 
that has no connection to that troubled time; similar steps 
have been taken with regard to passports, drivers' li- 
censes and automobile registrations, he said. Ljubir also 
observed that the costs associated with the change were 
minimal compared to the benefits. Amateur Radio station 
licenses bearing E7 prefixes will be issued beginning in 
January 2008, and the use of other prefixes will be 
phased out. 

Sumner and IARU Region 1 President Ole Garpestad, 
LA2RR, of Norway, were invited to speak at the press con- 
ference. Accompanying them was IARU Region 1 Executive 
Committee member Nikola Perr in, 9A5W, of Croatia. 
They expressed congratulations and support for the 
change, eliminating an issue that has complicated rela- 
tions among the radio amateurs of Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

Also invited to speak was Miroslav NikSe, President of 
the Union of Radio Amateur Associations of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina (URAS), a recently formed umbrella organiza- 
tion of amateur radio associations based in different parts 
of the country. He thanked those involved in promoting 
the change. 

In his remarks, Dr Ljubi pledged support from the 
Ministry of Communications and Transport to the umbrella 
organization for the development of Amateur Radio re- 
peater and digital networks that would cover the whole of 
the country, enhancing emergency communications capa-

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BLIND ANTENNA 


| just read, with interest, about AA1DO’s condo an- 
tenna farm (QST April 2001, page 64). My own situation is 
a ham’s nightmare or challenge, depending upon how you 
look at it. | live in a second-floor apartment and am un- 
able to have any outdoor antenna or anything in the com- 
mon attic space. This is a Senior Citizens apartment in 
a converted church building. | immediately tried to come 
up with a workable indoor antenna arrangement. What | 
devised has netted me 67 countries or So on 20, 17 and 
15 meters CW and SSB. 

The antenna is a simple bottom-loaded “inverted U” 
wire that is mounted in my second-floor window. It is Sup- 
ported on the Venetian blind with cable ties. The blind 
slats are vinyl, not metal, of course. The window itself is 
AO inches wide and 44 inches high, so the wire is 35 
inches across the top and 40 inches on the two sides. A 
27-inch piece of stranded insulated wire with an alligator 
clip on one end connects the one side of the inverted U 
to an air wound loading coil of 14 turns of no.10 wire two 
inches in diameter. A short run of coax from my Yaesu FT- 
920 transceiver is connected to the bottom of the coil 
and a “ground plane” of random length 4-inch wide cop- 
per strap. Using the alligator clip | can resonate my Ve- 
netian Blind Antenna for 20, 17 and 15 meters with an 
SWR of less than 1.5:1. The built-in tuner in my FT-920 
trims it down to a perfect match. 

I’m pretty satisfied with its performance. | haven’t 
been able to put in a lot of hours operating, but 67 coun- 
tries in the limited time | have been on the air aren’t bad. 
The one thing that amazes me, though, is this: The win- 
dow my Venetian Blind Antenna is mounted in faces the 
southwest. Contacts with Europe and Russia and Africa 
are most common and usually with the best reports (often 
S7 or better), yet my transmit signal has to go through the 
entire apartment building to exit toward those coun- 
tries! So, there is always hope for the “antenna disadvan- 
taged” ham. Apartment dwellers, take heart!

Need to flip signal? 

Occasionally when connecting logic signals from one 
device to another we encounter a situation where the out- 
put is going the wrong way. A typical example is a device 
with a quiescent zero potential that goes high when the 
desired event is executed is used to control another device 
that requires the signal to go low for execution. Or vise 
versa. It’s simple to grab a relay and invert the signal.

But! ... But What! 
A closer look and some forward thinking points out a few 
serious short comings of this approach. 

A. The relay coil may draw too much current to work or 
load down the source. Most control sources are 
limited to 5 or 10 ma of current. 

The inductive fly-back of the coil needs to be damp- 
ened?. For get this and you are in for noise as well 
as potentially damaging the source. 

All contacts exhibit bounce, creating more than one 
command signal. If the logic being feed is edge 
triggered, then expect a few extra events. 

Speed - There is none 

The source may not be able to drive relay, especially 
if you are trying to take this directly from a circuit 
board signal. 

Cost and availability may also be a factor

The ARRL DXCC Desk is pleased to announce the ad- 
dition of St Barthelemy (FJ) to the DXCC List, making the 
island entity number 338 with an effective date of 14 De- 
cember, 2007. Cards with contacts dated December 14, 
2007 or after will be accepted for DXCC credit. New card 
submissions for St Barthelemy will not be accepted un- 
til January 1, 2008 in order to allow time for administra- 
tive adjustments. 


Background 
On February 21, 2007 the French Ministry issued a 


decree making St Barthelemy an Overseas Collective, 
making its status equal to that of Guadeloupe, Martinique 
and other French territories currently on the DXCC List. On 
November 8, 2007 the President of Association Des Radio 
Amateurs De St Barthelemy, Philippe Delcroix, FJ5DX, 
contacted the DXCC Desk, requesting that St Barthelemy 
be considered a new DXCC entity. 

The "event date" that caused St. Barthelemy to be 
added to the DXCC list was December 14, 2007, the date 
the US State Department Fact sheet was updated by the 
Bureau of Intelligence and Research. This update 
added St Barthelemy to the /List of Dependencies and 
Areas of Special Sovereignty with its Administrative Center 
in Gustavia, qualifying it under DXCC rules in Section II — 1 
Political Entities (c): 

c) The Entity contains a permanent population, is 
administered by a local government, and is lo- 
cated at least 800 km from its parent. To satisfy 
the "permanent population" and "administered by 
a local government" criteria of this sub-section, an 
Entity must be listed on either (a) the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State's list of "Dependencies and Areas 
of Special Sovereignty" as having a local 
"Administrative Center," or (b) the United Nations 
list of "Non-Self-Governing Territories." 


St Martin 

French St Martin (FS), while also added to the List of De- 
pendencies and Areas of Special Sovereignty, will remain 
on the DXCC List, but it is now considered a Point 1 Politi- 
cal Entity under the same classification as that of St 
Barthelemy.
